_Mr. Chandler's Zeal.

It is not altogether certain thatthe
zodl of Mr. Wilhhlam E. Chandler jn be-
hulf of the colored voter in the south
will he nis gorvicenble to the repubtican
prrty n8 he doubtless desires and ex-
preets it o be,  For we assume that his
solicitude in this matter is intended ns
a republivan protest, to which he would
commit the whole party, ngainst what-
ever-deninl of thoir politieal rights the
colored voters of the south suffer from,
and not altogether an efort on tho port
of Mr. Chandler to promote his claims
to recognition, if notto leadership. We
are not blind to the fact that the new
senator from New Humpshive likes to be
known, nnd that he aspires to
be in the front  rank, if not
ut the very heand of the column,
Bt we nro disposed l:‘gl\'n him erodit
in this matter for u sineere beliel that
it is the present and immodiate duty of
the republican party to press the issue
of colored suffrage in the south.

It eannot be fairly questioned that in
portions of the south the colored voler
is not given o fair chance at the ballot
box. In one way or another his right
ot suffrage is rendered worthless to him.
Hecounts in the populationand theveby
cnnbles the south to get its ropresenta-
tion in the congress, but in o numbor
of states his existence as o political
factor does not appear in the voting re-
turns, A eareful compilation made by
Mr. Murat Halstead has very convine-
ingly shown this. There was ground,
thercefore, for the bill introduced by
Mr. Chanaler in the United States san-
nto, very soon after he had taken his
sent in that body, providing for afederal
supervision of congressional elections
it soveral of the southern states, There
is very little probability that with a
democratic administration 1o appoint
the oflicials nuthorized by the bill the
supervision would amount to much, yet
it is not guestionable that congress has
the right to muke such provision in the
ense of the election of its own memboers.
I3ut the zenl of Mr. Chandler knows no
limitations, and the allegation that in o
municipal election st Jackson, Missis-
gippl, the colofed voters were nolilied
that they would not be permitted to take
part  in the election was sufficient
to induce him to bring it to
tho attention of the sennte as o mntter
of national concern demunding investi-
gntion. The resolution to investignte
wans passed by a strict party vote, and
Mr. Chandler scored his first suceess in
his effort to make colored suffrage in
the south an issue. Innsmuch as con-
gress would be powerless to apply any
remedy for outrages against the vights
of suffrage in the ecase of & munijeipnl
eleetion, the value of the proposedin-
vestigation, oxcept for political pur-
posos, is not apparent.

Granting that the outrages charged
are clearly proved, ns very likely they
can be, to what extent can they be made
availuble for political purposes? We
apprehend that the popular mind will
not be found during the present years
readily susceptible to issuesof this kind,
und that it may be disposed to reseant
any urgent attempt to force them upon
its attention. There is to be, us it secms
to us, s pretty thorough exclusion from
popular consideration of all matters
purely political, and more atlention
given to questions of a practical charac-
ter. Every just man will concede thuat
the ecolored voters of the south ought to
huve secured to them the full enjoy-
ment of their political rights, and every
good citizen hopes that the time will
come when this shall be accomplished,
but just now the paramount and press-
ing fssue is to secure to millions
of people, white and colored
aulike, in every section of the land, ro-
lief from the oppression of unnecessary
taxution and from the exactions of the
unjustly and unwisely protected monop-
olies, corporations and trusts, This is
the overshadowing question about which
the people nre most concerned and from
the consideration of which they will not
he diverted by any side issues thut Mr,
Chuandler or any other politician may
raise. We do not see, therefore, that the
zeul of the New Hampshire senator, in
the direction it has taken, is likely to
be of any service to the republican
purty, and it is possible that it may be
carried so far a8 to bocome hurtful.
There are circumstances in which the
people become fmpatient of the ex-
pedients of the politician, and wo be-
lieve these exist to some extent at
present. There is opportunity for the
republicans in congress to exhibit some
statesmanship in dealing with the
questions that are urgent and of the
pravest importance to the welfare of
the whole people, and these are numer-
ous enough to occupy their whole ut-
tention. If this opportunity isneg-
lected the party may not be able to
sutisfly the people by referring to its
record, however meritorious, on side is-

Other Lands Than Onars,

Lord Salisbury’s latest nddress, de-
livered at a conservative c¢lub hanguet
ut Liverpool, is well culeuluted, if we
may judge from the briefl description of
it at hand, to stir the indignation of
every friend of Ireland’s cause. o is
veported to have said that the dark
cloud is lifting over Ireland, o resolute
government having had its offect,  He
believed the country was in process of
extrication from the commercinl ealumi-
tics of the lnst twelve years,  Desirable
us it would unquestionably be to secure
improvement in the material condilion
of lreland, it is difficolt to see how the
policy of political persceution and op-
pression pursued by  the  gov-
ernment  ean effect  anything  for
that condition. It is an altogether
novel theory that commercinl
improvement in a country may result
from exercising the sternest resteainls
upon the opinions and actions of w
people and visiting severe * penaltics
upon those who have the manhood to
resist such tyranny. There is no evi-
dence that the assumption of Lord Salis-
bury isin the least degree true, and if
there were it could not be urged in jus-
tification of the course of the govern-
ment toward Trelund.,  DBut apologists
for tory misgovernment appear to be
sutisticd with any pretext or pretensc,
however unwarranted and shallow, A
measure to placate ‘the Irvish landlords
has been brought before parlinment,

known as the Irish land purclinse
bitl. It may properly be termed
a scheme for the spolintion of the
genernl  publie for  the  bhenefit

of & class, and as that elass is very
strong in its inlluence with the govern-
ment the scheme may suceved, The
English land-owners perceive in it a
wiy o escape the loss that threatens
them, Enpglund isonly o lew yenrs be-
hind Iveland in this land agitation busi-
ness, The average rent of English
forms is but-little less than 10 an ncre.
On some valuable farms it is 815, but the
average isa little less than #%10. The
nominul value of the land is the rent
capitalized, If money is worth 8 per
cent o year, an estate is held at & valua-
tion of which the rent is ordinary irter-
est. But the real value of the estate is
what the furmer can afford to pay, not
whut he has been required to pay.
The Irish land purchase question
only paves the way for an Eng-
lish land purchase proposition when the
land agitation is transferred to Kng-
lund., The unionists, under the lend of
Lord Huartington—one of the largest
land-owners in the TUnited Kingdom—
make land purchase the corner-stone of
their policy.  They will have no home
rule in Ireland until the land-owner is
taken eare of. The proclomution of the
county of Meuth appesrs to have been a
most arbiteary proceeding on the part
of the viceroy of Ireland which foreibly
illustrates the viciousness of the erimes
aet, It seems that the viceroy had
rented o hunting sent in the county., A
convention of farmers resolved not to
allow bunting over their farms, and
thereupon the county was proclaimed.

Here 18 & law  that  permits
an individual, representing the
sovereign power of Great Britain,

to wreak his vengeance on a whole
counrty because its farmers would not
agree that he might at will ride helter-
skelter over their growing crops.
